Plagiarism by U.S. Attorney 
George Beall in Maryland is 
being reported this week by 
the American Bar Association 
to all 186,000 ABA members. I 
The American Bar News, a| 
monthly ABA publication, 
says that at the association’s 
August convention in Hawaii, 
Beall “drew upon some of the 
Ideas used by former Wall 
Street Journal Editor Ver- 
mont Royster/’ f 

“Beall neglected to credit 
Royster for the portions of the 
American Scholar (magazine) 
article that he used verbatim 
in his speech,” the American 
Bar News says. 

‘Those who attended the ! 
panel discussion . . . and many 
v*k> read excerpts of the talk 
in the press were left with a 
false impression that certain 
of Royster’s ideas and lan- 
guage had originated with 
Beall,” the ABA publication 
continues. 

It adds that it is mentioning 
the plagiarism incident, first 
reported by The Washington 
Post, to satisfy Royster’s de- 
sire that The lawyers and the 
ABA aren’t misled.” 

As requested by Beall after 
the plagiarism was first publi- 
cized, the American Bar News! 
says, “Published proceedings 
from the panel will make 
proper attribution to Royster/’ 

The text of Beall’s ~ ABA 
speech, which borrowed about 
3 2 unattributed paragraphs 
from Royster’s article, dis- 
cussed public ethics and mo- 
rality following the Watergate 
affair and the no contest plea 
to tax evasion by former Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew 
whom Beall’s office investi- 
gated, forcing Agnew’s resig- 
nation. i
